I have nor 
ſo quite forgot all the Humanity I learn'd from my Father, bur that 
one Diitich of Verſes is ſtill treſh in my Memory, which are theſe,

Which that our Friend Mr. C. by his awkward Poetical Talent may 
not by Tranſlating ſpoil, I will add the Engliſh Verfion as I received ir, 


Tis ſafe and common by the Name of Friendſhip to deceive ; 
But tho' 'tis ſafe and common too, 'tis Knavery, by your Leave. 


And in your next Edition I allow you to inſert this as another Inſtance 
of the Knavery of thoſe I have to deal with. 

Bur what means my Friend in concealing his Name ? Forbid that I 
ſhould charge him with Cowardice, with an abject Spirit, with a 
guilty Conſcience, or any hard Thing, that (if he had been any thing 
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but a Friend) I might with more Freedom (the L1ws of Friendſhip no: 
being thereby violated) have reaſonably accuſed him of. Bur ] am 
concerned for the R-putarion of myFriend, when I find h m making Per- 
ſonal Reflections on the Morals of Men that arc dead, as we!l as thoſe 
that are alive, for this ſhzws he will have no Mercy on us, cither 
Quick or Dad. Should I engage you my Frier:d in the ſame Ground 
rhat you do //. C. that 1s dead, I could name as many of your Mini- 
{!ers, and put C.s and N.'s to them roo, who arc yer alive, thar la- 
bour under the lame Guilt, and never expiared it, ei:her by Penance 
or: Commurarion. And if you know nor better how to bridle your 
Pen, by the nexr you muſt expect more Gall in our Ink ; for I ſhall 
iay as my Fr. Terence doth,

HadI a mind to rake into the Aſhes of ſome that are Dead, I could 
raiſe ſuch a Stench upon their Names, as Mr. O. H. with all the Odours 
thar he doth perfume them, would not be able ro make ſweet.

His own Conſcience rold 
him hat was not the thing; yer for all that, he will goon: They did 
belicus He (viz. Rich. ) was poſſeſs'd, p. 9. And upon this Suppeſition, 
what crild be done otherwiſe * Why, abler Divines ought to have been 
confulreed, and mcre D.ſcreticn uſed. But what mcans my Friend, 
when he makes rheir Suppoſition to be the Ground of their Devortion ? 
1 hs is but odd D:vinity, and ſurely Mr. Fra. never taught it him; for 
the Conicquence of it is, that if the Suppoſition be falte, the Worſhip 
is Superl.ition : The Quakers, with all the other Spawn of Fanaticks, 
rhe Papiſts themſelves not excepred, may juftifie rhemſelves on th.s 
Pr .nc;ple, that Credulity and Suppofition is a ſufficient Ground of 
Werihip.

This is that very thing they are moſt averſe to, &c. p. 11. and (© he goes 
on, making ſuch an Harangue in Perſon of a pere Scorch Presbyter, as 
his Friend Mr. C. ufed to make to the Devil. The Scoick in Lucia: 
at a loſs for an Argument cries our QN #4!» ; ſocries our my Fricnd, 
O what a Slander ! Bur what is the Slander, or where to be me- w:th ? 
Becauſe he will nor rell, for I ſuppoſe he was conſcious to h mſel: of 
foul, diſhoneſt Play, I was forced ro examin my Bock, and I find 
that I charge Mr. C.'s Frothy Conferences (as he calls them) with Satan, 
with groſs Superſtition, p. 74. And what thinks my Friend of thcm ? 
Why, he freely joins with me in condemning Mr. C.'s Fanc es, and, 
he doubts, unwarrantable Colloquies, p. 3. Really Fricnd rhis is an 
Inſtance of the Moderation, Fo. commends you for p. 32. And by this 
means you are like ro fet Things in a wonderful clear Light, 
P. 39. as you vaingloriouſly prerend, 

In another place I call the Narrative of the Surey Demoniack, The 
Spawn of th:tr conceived Superſtition, p. 73, And what thinks my 
Friend of it > Why, from the fiſt time he heard of it, he did really 
believe it would prove an Impoſture, p. 3. and that it was always ſuſpet:d 
by him as a Cheat, p. 22. Say you (o? Ourcof thy own Mouth will I 
condemn thee ; for was it a Cheat, and did Mr. Foly and the relt Fa' 
and Pray, and confer among themſelves, and with a pretended Devil 
abour ir, and no Superſtition in all this? Verily, my Fricnd, you dare 
not ſpeak Truth, left you ſhonld ſhame your Friends, and the Devil.

For what 
1 akes the Lian when ho had demanded of me, Whether the Difſenters 
leld contrary to th» Church of England with the Papiſts, p. 5. begin 
with the Nirth Article * Js it not that he may leave out what con- 
crns the Trinity ? Art. 1. The Ercrnal Son of Ged be.ng made Man, 
Art. 2. &c. Or that he would not d:ſoblige the Papitis, by raking 
notice of rkeir falſe Cancn of the Scriprure, Arr, 6. If this be fo, verily 
Fricnd,] mutt a8d another frighrfull179: d to that of Schiſmatick, ard leryou 
know thar you are an Heretick Burto pals that by, how doth he clearthem 
from the Guilt cf Sch.ſm 2 Why, he tells us, ſome of them think thus, 
and {ome are offended art that, And what is it ro me what they think ? 
Should I rell my Frierd what I have heard what Thought did, I 
ſuppoſe he would be offended roo ; but more of this upon the Head of 
Ig::orance, where I ſhall make a little mcre bold with my Friend. Ler 
us now {ce what 1cy Charge againit them was. And p. 4. I had acci- 
derrally occation to ſpeak of Corah, Dathan and Aviram, and I chanc'd 
to call them Schiſmaticks, becaulcd they cauſed a Schiſm , or if the 
Weird fright my Friend (tor tho' he hath Icarnd ro give bad Words, I 
perceive he loves not hard ones) made a Diviſion in the Jewiſh Charch, 
and thar was all; I did nor then reil him what I do now, Thar God 
cauſlcd the Earth ro open her Mouth and ſwallow them up alive, that 
had opcned their Mouths againſt their lawtul Church-Governours.

21, 22, 23- Or do not your Conventicles make a 
Diviſion, and fo are Schiſmatical? for I have before rold you theſe 
are both one. You thar herein undertake to vindicate the Diſſenters, 
will in your next, I {uppoſe, vindicate Corah, Dathan and Abiram, 
again{t the Lancaſhire Levite, that hath made them Schiſmaricks ; and 
till chart rime I diſmiſs this Head. 
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We now may pals to the fearful Story of one Darrel a Devi/-monger, 
that purged out ſeven Devils at a time, ont of ſeven W.men, &c. And 
thi Man you ſay you will 10t vindicate, p. 15. Burthe Reaſon I ſup- 
pole is, becauſe you cannot; for notwithſtanding your Word, you firlt 
cloſe upon it ; and you obſerve, 

1. Thar the Relaror of this Story is accuſed by the Learned Biſhop 
Uſher, as a partial and fabulous Hiltorian : My Friend ſhould have 
rold us where. Bur he goes on to pals his own Judgment upon him, 
and cenſures thar Book of Dr. Heylin's for 2 Farce of Diabolical $to- 
ries, and malignant malicious Refletions upon all Parties , was. 1 
have read of a fort of Men that ſay, Our Lips are our-own, who is 
Lord over us? And ſuch an one I ſuppoſe my Friend is. For fince 1 
writ the Surey Impoſtor, I have ſeen Dr. Harneſt $ Book againit Darrel ; 
and if Dr. Heylin hath been as fincere in h's other ColleHions, as he 
was in this, a more faithiul Hiſtorian, that was not Inſpired, did never 
ſer Pen to Paper. The only thing that ſeems in any thing the leaſt to 
diſcredir ir, is the Opinion of Biſhop Hall ; ro which I reply, Tha: 
thar Grear Man was but a Youth when Darrel plaid theſe Tricks, for 
the Biſhop was born Ano 1574. and Darrel prattiſeth with Katharin 
Wright, 1586. when the Biſhop was bur 12 Years old, and from her 
proceeds to the reſt. And the Biſhop being born ar Aſ'y de /a Jouch, 
his Friends poſſibly might be ſome of Darre/s Admirers, and fo in- 
fuſe ſuch an Opinion of Darre/ into him in his Youth, as afterwards 
he was not able to remove. 

Beſides, it doth nor appear that the Biſhop ever perus'd Dr. Harneſt's 
Book, and ſo might retain his Prejudices imbibed from his Neigh- 
bours ; for the ſcarceneſs of the Book could make one gueſs, thar ir 
underwent the ſame Fate with that of his Friends Surey Impoſtor is 
ſaid ro meer with, to be bought up by the Party, and burnt. Be the 
Opinion of thar ſingle Biſhop whar it will, I think I have the Judg- 
ment of a whole Convocation to oppoſe unto it, and thar in the Canon 
where my Friend finds the Popiſh Word Ob/zſſien, whence he thinks it 
probable the Difſenters had the Word, and not from the Papiits. And 
probable enough it may be fo ; for the Diffenters finding the pretence 
there Cenſured, our of that Spirir of Contradiction to the Church of 
England , which they moſtly act by , may be {uppoled nor only Mo 
make ule of the Word, bur the Impoſture alfo, evhich is there con- 
demned.

52, which prohibits all 
Miniſters withour Licence obrained, To attempe , upon any pretence 
whatſcever, either of Poſſeſſion or Obſeſſion , by Faſting and PÞ? — i 
caſt out any Devil or Devils, under Pain of the Imputation of Impo- 
ture or Coſenage, and Depoſition from the Miniſtry. ; 

Now would my Friend know the Reaſon which that Convocation 
had for making this Canon ; I muſt remind him, that the Noiſe which 
Daxrre 
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Darrel made with caſting out Devils, and the Impoſture of ir was 
then freſh in every Bodies Mind. Dr. Harn:/?'s Book, which con- 
tain'd th2 Diſcovery of it, was printed but three or four Years be- 
fore, viz. 1599. and this Convocation begins ro fit 1603. and they 
judged ir neceflary for the future Prevention of ſuch Impoſture and 
Colenage, ro 'make a Canon that m'ghr diſcountenance and ſuppreſs 
ſfach Hypocritical Prerencess Whar ſay you ro this my Friend ? 
Where is the Dirt that I caſt in the Face of my Mother ? p. 5, Could 
the Convocation condemn ſuch a Fanatical piece of Popery as this is, 
withour naming aad adviſing us of the thing * My Friend is a Man of 
a -thouſand, that can find our Ways and Means to condemn Things, 
and never name them. But whar do you mcan by this Flouriſh afcer 
your Rebuke ? So have I ſeen an honeſt Matron been miſtaken for a 
Strumpet, p. 5. TI am ſorry to hear that my Friend keeps ſuch bad 
Company, that honeſt Marrons cannot pals along the Streets, bur he 
or his Comrades are for picking them up for Strumpers. This is as 
{ad a Story (only I have the Charity to believe you abuſe your ſelf in 
it) as any you tell of ZY. C. to whom I next proceed. And as for this 
Perſon, though you would make the World believe that I was very 
intimate to the Intrigue (if any there was) fo Impartial is the Hand 
vou held your Pen in, I do declare thar I never ſaw that Perſons 
Face in all my Life that I know of. And for his being ſerled at the 
Place you hint, I was no way concerned in it, nor Knew of it till afrer- 
ward : And now I wonder whar Innuendo's theſe are ? for Fefferians, 
p. 2. fall infinitely ſhort of them. Bur I ſmell your Deſign : You

C. to go to 
them ;* but wirhal afſur'd the Perſon who ſolicited for him, Thar if 
he ever found him guilty of any evil Practice, he would proceed to 
the urmoit Severiry againſt him. So he removed ro the ſaid Pariſh, 
and for the whole time of his Continuance there, (which was near 
rwo 
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rwo Years) behaved himſelf ſo unblamably, that his greateſt Adve; 
farics cannot charge him with any thing unbecom ing his Sacred 
Function. 

As to the Renegado Scorchman, the Biſhi p was informed, Thar h 
had once been guilty of Forvication (a very ſcandalous = me): bur 
was withal certified, 'T har he ſoon after married the Woman ; and 
h.s ſober, chaſte and pious Life, for the ſpace (I think) of tour Years 
ſince, he had given undoubred Proof of the Sinceriry of his Repent 
rance. The Biſhop thereupon , after a ſevere Exam'nation of him, 
as to his Morals, as well as his Learning, at the carneſt Requzit of 
the Pcop.e, eſpccially of the Presbrterian Party, admired him tro the 
Order of Deacon 

As tor the other Scorchman that Is in Pick'e, in Pickle he is like to 
be, it my Friend or any Body clſe can prove what he pretends ; fo 
I ſuppole he cat ut know, what a Fu Procels the Biſhop hat 
uled on that Account: My Friend, their Foreman at Sr. Eli-1s , 1 
hear hath a Copy of ir, and 1t they have any thing to ſay, no doub!

But had ir been all as true,- as ic 
is notorioully falſe, all rhar was done was at the Importunity of the 
Presbyterian Party ; and when they have got their End, they would (had 
it been poſſible) have flung Dirt inzo the Face of him, that out of meer 
Condeſcenſion was willing ro pleaſe rhem.

this Compliance to them ro regain them, they rerorted his own Argu- 
ments upon him, and upbraided him as one falſe ro his Oath, and 
treacherous to the Diſcipline of the Church, in which he was intruſted 
a Miniſter; which ſo far ſeizd the meek Man's Spirits, that it was 
thcught to ſhorten his Days. Such Reward do they meer with, that 
cur cf roo caly a Compaſſion, comply with your pretending tender 
Con'ciences.

Perhap 
becaulc I ſpeak all alo "8 n the Plural, ro a Number of Men, they 
app! ly my Words to the whole Party ; bur that is very unjuſt, "Ay nO- 
thing ought to be enlarged turther than the C:ircum ances of the Sub- 
ct will allow. Now I had to deal with no leſs than Fifteen DiC. 
ſcnting Miniſters, Heads of the Party , .that were one way or other

They had time enough 
and enougn to have declared their diſlike of ir, and cught if they 
rook it to be a Cheat, ro have called Mr. C. ro an Account for it. Bur 
inttead of that, ir flies all over Eng/and; the Parry glorics and tr 
umphs in ir, in ſo much thar a great Manamong them was not 2ſhaw 
ro declare, That though God had eſtabliſh'd the Truth rf Chriſtian Reli- 
gicn many Centuries ago by Miracles, yet he was pleas'd of late to vu! 
ſafe a new ene in favour of it, meaning what was done at the Su ey 
But no ſooner doth my Impoſtor appear, but the Parry think to fave 
their own Bacon, by loading my Back. And what muſt the meaning 
of this be ? I ſuppole ir is this, They reſolved ro wait the Strength of 
my Anſwer ; for had I not given the World full Satisfation of rhe 
Knavery of the Matter, there had moft certainly been a Devil ar rhe 
Surey, and Mr. C. had been a Saint. They knew that I was abour ir, 
for I had given them fair Warning of it near a Year before their De- 
moniack was printed ; yer they fat ſnug and ſtill, expecting rhe Iifve 
of whar Evidence I could produce, on the confidence of this Reſerve, 
Thar if I proved too hard for them, they could overthrow me with a 
Cry, Thar I charg'd on the whole Party the Miſcarriages of a few. 
Bur how doth my Friend clear the whole Party from having their 
Hands in it > Why he is much ſurprized that a Script (as drawn up by 
Mr. C.) and fo long ago cenſured by many ſober, grave Diſſenting Mini- 
ters, and who upon his Knowledge uſed their Endeavours to have it ſup- 
preſſed, and thought they had done it, ſhould yet after ſome Tears latency 
be made publick, p. 2. 

I confeſs an Ingenious Friend of mine, a Difſenting Miniſter, inti- 
mated to me his Endeavours to ſuppreſs that Pamphler : He added , 
Thar the Manuſcripr was lodged in Mr. A/ſop's Hands ; and that he 
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fitting by the Fire with him, and diſcourſing about ir, he rold Mr, 
Alſop he hoped he would not let that Pamphlet ſee the Light. No, 
faith Mr. A/ſop , no Light bur this, pointing ro the Fire. This was 
communicated ro Mr. Folly whillt I was writing the Impoſtor ; and 
what ſaith he to it ? You ſhall hear in his own Words, for I have his 
T.etter by me, and then let the World judge ; and they are theſe. 
Tou are informed that Mr. Alſop did expreſs his Unwillingneſs that the 
Surey Book ſhould be printed. Indeed, as I alſo was credibly-inform'd 
he did expreſs his Diſſatisfattion concerning the ſaid Narrative, accord: 
ing to the uncorrefied Copy, and before he ſaw the Aﬀedavits ; but after- 
wards he and others were of another Opinion, 
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The Sum of all is this; here are Seventeen Diſſenting Miniſters in 
Lancaſhire and Tork ſhire concerned one way or other in the Narrative 
of the Surey Demoniack : Mr. Baxter, and another London Divine preſs 
one after another for the Publiſhing of it; Mr. Alſop and others 
(which may be the whole Party excep: one Man, for ought I know) 
are brought over to the ſame Opinion ; upon which the Narrative is 
printed, and the Party in general are wonderfully proud of it, extol 
and mignife ir, till an Anſwer comes our that expoleth the Impoſture, 
and then of a ſudden they draw in their Horns, and would gladly 
{culk behind the Curcain., Bur how defirous they are even yer to 
have ir bcliev'd, I ſhall in the Narrative more fully diſcover, and 
thither I refer 1t. 

And had the Party a mind it ſhould be condemn'd for a Cheat , 
what makes my Friend here and there to nibble at what he thinks 
in my Book liable ro Exceptions * Gladly would he have an- 
ſwer'd it if he could. And all my Safety is, that the-Dog that barks, 
though he would, dare not or cannot bite, He had a Fling at me 
abour the word Obſeſſion no leſs than thrice, and much he gor by ir. 
Whar hath he elſe ro ſay ? Why he Queries what I have to charge the 
Atteſtors to the Surey Demoniack with : Do they affrm Dugdale was 
poſſeſs'd or diſpoſſeſs'd ? He confidently denies it; No, p. 4. and there- 
npon appeals to the Teitimonial, in which are theſe Words, That 
the ſtrange Fits of Richard Dugdale were by a Diabolical Power, ib. 
Was he nor, according to their Judgment, poſſeſt then? You muſt 
pardon my Friend, for he freely confefſerh, That he cannot well under- 
ſtand what is meant by Poſſeſſion or Obſeſſion, p. 9. 

Only by denying it, he ſhewerh that he hath a good Will, though 
he wants Underitanding, tro clear the Difſenters. But my Friend is 
concern'd that I ſhould ſay, That if D.cky was « Demoniach, their 
Prayers did not benefit him, p. 24. And thence he makes me to argue 
thus, He had his Fits after their Praying for him, therefore thetr Pray- 
ers did him no good. Now this is my Friend's Argument, and none of 
mine; for I have examined the Page he refers to, and find no ſuch

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Burden on his Back, I ſuppoſe he would find little Good by it. Bui 
I ſaid, That before March 25. they had left off their Faſting and 
Prayers; and he asks how I knew it ?. I proved it fiom Dugda/e the 
Fathers Information, p. 56. But here is the Thorn that {ticks in 
their Side, They tell us they kept a Faft March 24, 16%3. How do 1 
anſwer this? Very ſatisfattorily, faith my Friend. The Narrator hath 
the Impudence to pretend it, and Dicky knew nothing of it : I doubt this 
is one of their Santtified Lies, p. 25. I ſpoke modeſtly if I faid I did 
bur doubr it ; for the Truth is, they pur it pait all doubr. 

The Miniſters had left him (as his Father tells you) the Month be- 
fore. Richard was this Day abroad at Hindfield, yer they pretend nor 
only a Faſt-day for him, bur as if they had been with him, they tell 
you the very Words thar Satan ſpake to Richard, and the manner how 
he went our of him ; which is ſuch a notorious piece of Fiction, as no 
degree of Impudence, ſhort of whar Mr. C. and my Fricnd are Ma- 
ſters of, durſt venture ro relate or juſtify. 

His next Atrempr is to clear Difſenters from a natural Tendency to 
abuſe Sacred Forms of Worſhip, and he proves it is not natural to 
them, p. 25. And I am very glad ro hear it ; for though the Erhio- 
pian cannot change his Skin, 1f what he ſay be true, thcre is ſome 
Hope that in due time theſe Perſons may come to be reconciled to a 
religious and frequent uſe of the Creed, rhe Lords Prayer, and other 
Sacred Forms of Worſhip, which I ſuppoſe will not be much for my 
Friends Advantage. Bur Richard's finding no Benefit by the Miniſters 
Attendance on him, ſticks on his Stomach ; and the more (o, becauſe 
he reads, Thar they were erroneouſly Religious Offices that they per- 
formed for him, which he found no Benefit at all by, p. 25. Hereupon 
he enquires what they were 2 Were they not Faſting and Prayers ? 
And for the firſt he imagines the Di/ſenters would be content to exclude 
that for an erroneouſly Religious Worſhip, their Apperites inclining them 
to ſolemnize Good Friday with a good piece of Roaſt Beef, and the 
Thirtieth of Zanuary with the Reſcrved Relicks of their Chriſtmas Pies; 
but that Prayers ſhould be accounted among the erroneouſly Religious 
Offices, will not ſound well in Chriſtian Ears, ib. And why ſo? Whar 
doth my Friend think of Prayers to Saints and Angels > Why thoſe 
are Popiſh Prayers ; whereas theſe are the Prayers of honeſt Fanarticks. 
And what makes them erroneouſly ſo ? ib. Was it becauſe it was thei: 
Prayers ? Or was it becauſe it was not a Form of Prayer > &c, It my 
my Friend will have it with a becauſe, it was becauſe their Prayers 
were ſometimes very wicked : Such was Mr. Folly's Prayer, when hc 
prayed God, That Satan might appear to be in thoſe that did not believe 
him to be in that young Man, meaning Dicky, p. 70. And ſuch I 
ſuppoſe was Mr. C.'s Prayer, though he hath diſguiſed it, wherein 

ſome Perſons thought that he m"—_ his Speech unto Satan in the _ 
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of Prayer, Sur. Dem. p. 409. And another Becauſe is, becauſe both 
the End and Ground of their Prayers were Erroneous ; they were 
founded upon a Cheat, and rended ro Superſtition ; and if they were as 
my Friend ſaith, conceived in a Barn, 1b. it was the fitteſt Place for 
them ro be begotren in, 

And this brings me to the next Infinuation, which he thinks had been 
better l:ft out for my own Sake, viz. what I writ, p. 62. That th: Neigh- 
bourhood affirm that there was never ſuch Whoring heard of , as whilft 
the Miniſters kept up their Meetings; they ſcarce being able to go into 
the Fields, but they found M:n and Women tradins almo#t under every 
Hedge. Had this b:en true ((aith he) you would have prov'd it by In- 
ances ; but by this may be gueſs d what ſort of Peop'e you traded with 
for Informations, and what Credit is to be given to ſuch falſe Tongues, 
p. 26, The People I traded with for Informations were ſuch, that 
I find rho” he hath a good Will, he dare not ſo much as deny one fingle 
Information throughour my who!e Book; - and for this Particular, I 
refer my ſelf to the Warrants that were granted out on Account of 
the Baſtards that were then gotren ; which my Friend, if he will pay 
the Clerk for tranſcribing of them, ſhall have Copies of. And had 
the Primitive Chriſtians, ro whom (that he might excuſe this Play of 
his Lambs together) he wickedly makes an Allufion, been found upon 
ſuch Evidence gu'lry of ſuch Debauchery, ir would nor have been the 
putting our the Candles, rhat would have conceal'd the Infamy. But 
ſuppoſe there had been Miſcarriage (as he againit full Proof) wil! hope 
there was not, muft their Meetings, Faſtings, Prayins and Preaching, be 
the Cauſe of it ? ' Tes, when Tenrterden-ſteeple 7s the cauſe of Goodwin- 
ſands, p. 26. Now this had been well enough, had my Friend had 
Wir to ſtop here; bur ſo far is he from that, that in the very next 
Words he gives a Reaſon why by Accident it was ſo. And is nt this 
made out to be ſo ( (aith he) in Mr. Ray's Book of Proverbs, or ſome- 
where elſe ? &c. Juſt ſuch an accidental Cauſe was the Miniſters 
Meetings of their Hearers Whorings; only by the by, my Friend 
hath ſpoil'd a good Story in giving a filly Reaſon for it, which he had 
not from Mr. Ray, tho' he quotes him for ir; for Children thar play 
ar ating Proverbs , give me a far berrer Account of it. Burt I will 
tell my Friend a Story, for find he loves them : There was one Mr. W. 
that I was pretty well acquainred with, a Diſſenting Miniſter, and an 
honeſt Man (as the Sequel will manifeſt) he lived when I went to 
School, about a Mile and a half diſtant from us ; and on Sunday-Even- 
ings, when the Church-Service was over, kept a Conventicle at his 
own Houfe, whither the Neighbourhood flock'd in great Numbers, 
eſpecially in Summer-Evenings ; bur there were ſo many Baſtards 
Yor in their retum Home, as I am credibly inform'd, that he found 
he did more Hurt rhan Good ; upon which he left the Place, and I 
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cannot learn "that he ever after held any more Nipght-Conventicles. 
And thus my Friend may tearn how Tenterden-ſteep'e lecrame the 
Cauſe of Goodwin-lands. 

I am weary with anſwering my Friend's Impertinen'ies, who con- 
cludes like a Waſp with a Sting in the Tail, by which he meant ro© 
ſting che Eſtabliſh'd Church, p. 27. Bur fo groſs is the Miſrepreſenta- 
tion, that one may be rempred to believe, that himſelf is as blind as 
Tobit was ; and ſo much the more, becauſe he is wilful and ſpiritual, 
ſuch as the Phariſees was, whereas the other was natural and acci- 
dental. For would this Man's Prejudice fufter him to ſee, he would 
never have bid me atk my Ingenious Dr. R. Whether a Preternatural 
Diſtemper, that had continued ſo long , cou'd be cured at the firſt Doſe, 
p. 26. For Dr. Chew's Certificate, ro which he refers, is thus : I ad- 
miniſtred him Phifick at Whalley, March 25th 1690. which I thank 
God had good Succeſs, for that afterwards obſerving my DireAions, he 
rever ſince had any more Fits, Sur. Imp. p. 56. Now tell me Good- 
man Friend, If fo!lowing his Direttions afterwards , imply bur one 
Doſe, with all the Speftacles you have ? p. 19. I find you either can- 
not or willnor read right. 

There are ſome other little Things which occur in your Book, that 
ſhould I paſs them over, tho' they are nothing to the purpoſe, you 
may flatter your ſelf you are in the right of them ; ſuch is your goodly 
Notion of going to St. Ellen's Chappel , where a Diſſentiiig Miniſter 
preacheth, and hath it you ſay by Law, (more Shame for thoſe thar gave 
it him, for theirs, I fear, is the greater Sin) and /o you divide not 
from a Church eftabliſh'd by Law, p. 12. Now, not to take notice that 
this Argument, was it brought into the Form of a Syllogiſm, would 
have four Terms in it , ſuch a goodly Logician is my Friend ; I al- 
ways thought that a Toleration had been quite another Thing from 
Legal Eſtabliſhmezt ; bur in my Friends Conceit it is not: The Qua- 
kers nced only to aſſume rhe Presbvrerian Impudence, and invade 
one of our Conſcerared Chappels, and ger it Liecns'd, (artd-chereare 
ways to make Friends) and then according ro my Friends deep Learn- 
ing, They will not divide from a Church eſtabliſh'd by Law. Tell it not 
in Gath. Yet he hopes that no greater a Crime than for us to have had an 
Unconſecrated Chappel by Force, p.12. This might have been a Fling 
of my Friend F. G. who it he ſpeaks of a Chappel. can ſcarcely (peak 
a Word of Truth. The Chappel hinted ar (for I ſuppoſe 'ris Hindley, 
and the Straak 1s levell'd at the Biſhop's Head, and nor the Curate's) 
was in our quiet Poffefſion ever fince the Reſtoration of our Lectures, 
till the Diſſenters, whilſt the Incumbent was alive, forc'd in upon ir, 
and wreſtcd ir out of our Hands: And if the Right Honourable the 
Chancellor of the Durchy hath not relieved the Biſhop under this 
Opprefſion [which at my writing hereof I hear nothing of, notwitk- 
ſtanding 
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ſtanding this falſly pretended Force of ours) *tis at preſent in their 
Poſſeiſion ; ſuch Contcience do theſe Men make of what they ſay.or 
write. 

He hath ano.her Fling art -Biſhops upon account of the largeneſs of 
their Dioceſſes, p. 1$. Bur he would do well ro conlider whether he 
doth no: by this ſpit in the Face of Chriſt , ard his Apoſtles, whole 
Oecumenical Provinces were ſomething larger, than the largeit of our 
Dioceſles. 

His next Stroak is at the Body of the Clergy, who (Nero-like) he 
could w:ſh had but one Head, for then he could ſtrike it off with 
this one Blow, A general Praftice of Praying in the late Reign, That 
it may pleaſe thee to keep and ſt: engthen in the true worſhipping of thee, 
in Righteouſn'ſs and Holineſs of Life, thy S-rvant, our moſt gracious King 
and Goyvernour, p. 19. Now was not his Worſhip Idolatrous 2 &c. Now 
are th: Mans Eyes in his Head, or hath he pur on his Spectacles ? 

hat did we pray for ? That God would keep and ſtrengthen in the 
trove worſhipping of him in Righreouſneſls. And is Popery ſuch a Maſs 
cf Idolatry , that there is no piece of true Worſhip in it > Do they 
rot worſhip God , through the Interceiſion of Chriſt Jeſus, though 
ricy join other Mediators with him > And was not that that true 
Worſhip that we prayed God to keep and ſtrengthen him in , as the 
beſt Means to reclaim him from the other > My Friend I perceive 
is very blind, and then though his H.md be never ſo Impartial , his 
Feer may chance to run him into a Ditch; and that is ſomething 
worſe than the Jaundice, which fince the Doctor could not diſcover 
in me, my Friend hath ; for it ſeems I faid theſe diminutive Slaves 
the Diſſenters are Pluraliſts; andif ſo, be will never excuſe them from 
Ambition, and Pride, and Covetouſneſs, nor from being Self-condemned, 
Pp. 20. a Charge fouler by far than what I am made 10 lay againſt 
them. Bur how doth my Friend acquir them from ir ? He doth nor 
ſo much as deny ir, ſuch an able Advocate have they got of my Friend. 
Bur all that he faith is, He will unriddle the Diſſenters Pluralities, ib. 
And ſo he goes on to give ſome Reaſons why they hold them, as there 
1s no Man bur can give Reaſons ( and better than his roo) why he 
holds Ploralities, Thus he leaves them by his own Sentence upon 
them, guilty of Amvition, Pride, Covetouſneſs and Self-condemnation. 

Bur let us examine his Reaſons; and the Firlt is, For the Conveni- 
ence of the ſame People and Congregations, that ſome of them may have 
leſs way to go one Day, and others another Day, p. 21. Do you intend 
this for a Reaſon in good earneſt Friend ? I know one of your 
Preachers that hath a Run of Fifteen Miles long ; and another thar 
Fath a Round of near Thirty Miles Compaſs ; and have not the 
Congregations a great Convenience in having leſs way to go after them 
one day than another, 
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His other Reaſon is no better, (2.) There vs onctler Miſtery in it ; 
gere are 4 ſort of Eccleſiaſtica! Office: s menticned, Can. 139. Theſe are 
hungry Beaſts of Prey, &Cc. and the cnly way to ſecure the poor innocent 
Sleep and\ Lambs from their Guts, is the Guard of a Recorded Houſe, 
p. 21. Beit ſo! All thar I ſhall ſay is, They have more of thoſe 
Guards in this ore County of Lancaſtire, than the King hath Caſtles 
in all his Three Kingdoms. And now the Miſter) 1s unridd'ed, P. 22. 
Pluralitics they have, and Pluralities they will have. 

And thus I have anſwered my Friend, Whether it be with Prid; 
and Paſſion, uncharitabl: Cenſures and unjuſt Infererces , with ſuper ſti. 
tious Scorn, Reproach and invidious Refleftions, and unchriſtian Surmi- 
ſes, and worſe than Jetterian Innuendos, p. 2. or p. 3. with ſpiteful Re- 
preſentations, invidious Charge, much Sp'een and Rage, Mire and Dirt, 
little Tricks and Miſpreſentations of Things, and ccnfident Migudging 
and Wier-drawing every Paſſage to the worſt Senſe, &c. I expect my 
Friend ſhould tell me in his next; Had I rcally been guilty of ſuch 
Billingſgate Language as this is, which I cannot find that I am; Tet 
thou art inex-uſable, O Man, whoſoever thou art that judgeſt ; for where- 
in thou judgeſt anotber , thou condemneſt thy ſclf ; for thou that judgeſ? 
doſt the ſame Things. The Truth of the Marcer is thus. 

The Narrative of the Surey Demoniack was fraught with ſo many 
Legends and Forgeries , \uch Prophanations of Holy Scripture, and 
(if nor Blaſphemous) Enthufiaſtical Preſumprions upon God and Reli- 
gion, that ir was not poſſible for any one ro expoſe the Villany of ir ; 
but he muſt be conſtrained (if he would nor call Darkneſs 1 ighr, and 
Evil Good) ro mike ſuch Reflections upon them, as could he be other- 
wiſe juſt ro the Truth, he would be willing to forbear.

For the Mouths of ſuch unruly and vain Talkers and Deceivers, muſt be 
ſopped, v. ro, 11. He makes it a Duty incumbent on our Function, 
They muſt be ſtopped : And he counten:nceth it with his own Example, 
telling the Cretians in as plain Language as any my Friend meers with 
in the Surey Impoſter , That they were Liars, bruit Beaſts, and lazy 
Gluttons, nauz Jnein, ya ies 347, v.12, And doth our Saviour ſmooth 
up the Phariſces (a Generation that you ſuſpeft your ſelves may be com- 
pared to, p. 6. ſuch is the Force of a guilry Conſcience, doth he footh 
them up) in their Sins, by ſoft Words and oily Language ? I hope he 
was all Condeſcenfion, and Meekneſs, and Humility, and yer I find 
him roundly calling the Phariſces, Chillren of the Devil, Fools, and 
blind Hypocrites , and a Generation of Creatures poiſonous as Aſpers, 
Doth he not reſemble Herod to a Fox > And reprimand one of his own 
D:il- 
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Dilciples, who out of a miſtaken Kindneſs difſuaded him from laying 
down his Life an Offering for Sin, with no gentler a Rebuke than 
of Saran, Mt. 16. 23. For ough: I fee, Sr. Paul, nay the bleſſed Je- 
ſus, ſince they reprove Mens Sins, in ſuch Language as this, may fall 
under the ſame Rebuke of my Friend, that the Lancaſhire Levite 
dorh, For what hath he done 2 He hath found Men guilty of wicked 
and ſcandalous Prophaneneſs, and that acted under the ſpecious Pre- 
rences of Religion and God's Worſhip, which railing in him our of a 
Zeal for Gods Gloty, a jult Indignation, he hath fignified it ro the 
World with ſuch becoming Animadverſions, as the foulneſs of the 
Crime unavoidably required of him. This is all that he hath done. 
Yet there is an Outcry of Popery, Superſtition, Ignorance and Knavery, 
unjuſtly charged by him on the Ditſenters. And ſuppoſe this was 
rruc, will that juſtifie them for abuſing the World with ſuch a Rapſody 
of Superſtition, as the Legend of rhe Surey Demoniack doth contain ? 
Some Men are unwilling to repent, and pretend another Mans ſup- 
poſed Crimes to attone for their own wilful Prevarications. The 
Surey Demoniack with all the Lies and Forgerics, the Hypocriſy and 
Enthuſiaſm thar it comprehends, is to be forgotten and forgiven ; be- 
cauſe a Lancaſhire Levite is by the Party pretended to accuſe them 
unjuſtly of Popery, Superſtition, &c, This 1s the way that our Diſ- 
ſenters have 47 1 he Books that are unanſwerable. 

But here they ſhall nor ſo eſcape : Faneway, ſaith the Demoniackh, is 
not to be had ; and my Printer tells me the Impoſtor is very ſcarce, 
I will therefore oblige my Friend and the World with preſenting him 
with an Hiſtorical Account of the Surey Impoſture , and the Deport- 
ment of the Diſſenters therein, rogether with their Endeavours ro have 
it credited and owned for a Miracle, fince the Knavery of it was 
diſcovered. And this comes before-hand ro acquaint my Friend that 
ina few Weeks he may expect it.

Nay, fo fair is the Gentleman himſelf, thar he gives a full Account 
of the Matter, in this following Letter, to a worthy Friend of his. 


Si Godley, Feb. 9th, 1697. 
] Have ſeen your Letter, and am greatly afflited with thoſe Calumnies 
which ſome unquiet and contentious Breaſt hath belched out againſt 
unhappy--—----- but eſpecially that ſo Worthy, Reverend and Piots a Di- 
vine, as my Lord Biſhop of Cheſter ſhould be groundleſly ſtruck at, and 
reflefted upon for my ſake. That the Truth may be fully known, I ſhail 
give you a particular Account of what I have been, and done, for ſome 
Tears paſt. About December 1691. I began to teach School at Hefield, 
(about 5 Miles from Mottram) where I was not ſuffered to teach long 
becauſe of my Nonconformity, The Summer following (upon the earneſt 
Entreaty of ſome leading Diſſenters) 1 conſented to enter upon the Mini- 
ftry, and accordingly Preach d thrice at Wood-head Chappel ; immedi- 
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ately after which I was called to Tinwiſle, where, as a Diſſenter, I con- 
tinued to Preach till near May-day, 1693. At which time ſhe, who is 
now my Wife, proving with Cnild, I gave over Preaching, and went 
from th-m : They ſoon underſtanding the Cauſ? of my departure, wrote 
after me, ſolliciting my Return: Tpn my Return my former Hearers 
flocking to me, deſired me to continue my Pu-lick Labours among them, 
which I peremptorily denied to do, without the Conſent of the Neigh- 
bouring Diſſenting Miniſte-s. Hereupon the Miniſters aſſembled together 
at Stockport, and there they gave it againſt me; (which, I concetve, is 
that they mean by being caſt out of the Church), Then leaving my Wife 
for a time at Hetield, 1 went to York, and by a Friend obtain'd a Li- 
cence to teach School in that City; (this was about October, 1693.) 
February following Mr. Brooks, a Diſſenting Miniſter, being to leave 
Thirsk (a Market-Town 18 Miles from York) and having ſome former 
Knowledge of me, cam? and deſir d me to ſupply Thirsk one Lords Day, 
which (after frequent Sollicitations) I conſented to do: After T had offici- 
ated one Day, I was importun'd by his Letter for a ſecond and third (which 
Letters I have ſtill by me). He not returning to them, they made choice of 
me for their Miniſter, where I continued 3 Tears and an half before I 
care to Mottram, mo one all that time divulging any thing of my Miſ- 
carriage before Marriage. But no ſooner do they hear of my Conforming 
to the Church of England, and my drawing ſome of their Number from 
them to the Church, but a loud Cry mutt be raiſed againft me, and againft 
my Betters, Had I, inſtead of Conforming, publickly maintain'd that 
uncharitable Opinion of the moit rigid Separatiſts, Thar God is nor 
worſhiped” by the Liturgy, chat the Miniltration by the Liturgy is 
Poiſon, I might ſtill have lived quietly without Diſturbance, ſo that it's to 
be feared there is more Malice than Matter ; and that whatever is pre- 
tended, yet it is chiefly for my Conformity that I am accus'd cenſur'd and 
condemn'd with ſo much Bitterneſs, and exposd as a Reproach of Men, 
and a Wonder to many. Beſides the Miſcarriage already mentioned ( for 
which I can never be enough humbled) I am not conſcious of any thing 
they have againft me, and with thit my Lord was fully acquainted before 
my Ordination : His Lordſhip ſaw a'ſo my Certificate from the Univer- 
fity, witneſſing my Proficiency and orderly Demeanour whilſt there 4 Tears ; 
and received another Certificate under the Hands of worthy Divines of the 
Church of England, teſtifying the InrfFenſiveneſs of my Demeanour during 
my continuance at Thirsk, with which my Lord was fully ſatisfied ; and 
which will clear his Lordſhip from the unjuſt Calumnies of the Malevolous 
end Malicious,

(elf a Puritan ; and this is Puritaniſm with a Wirne(s (for the Nova-

I read 
thus, Brethren, if a Man be overtaken in a Fau't, ye which are ſpiritual 
reſtore ſuch an one in the Spirit of Meekneſs, conſidering thy ſe!r, left 
thou alſo be tempted, Gal.6. 1. I will not reflect upon my Friend, 
tho' if he be a Man named to me, 'ris ſuppoſed he is as much as the 
Scotchman intereſted in the Lenity of this Canon : Bur I will give 
him ſome Lines of a Letter, which was alſo ſent to me fince my Aniwer 
went for the Preſs.

Man among them, Gen. 1. 28. Neither he nor I can yet fay, his is 
true, tho' in a ſhort time we poſſibly may give my Frierid a berter 
Account of it : Bur if ir be found true, pray tell me, will you admit 
the Criminal to Ordination, or will you not ? If, ler him repen: 
never ſo fincerely, your reſolve that you will not, I mult ask you from 
St. Paul, in the Caſe aforeſaid, Whether you be not Tonvrant of Satmn': 
Devices ? v.11, If you do, pray what hath the Biſhop of Cheſter 
done, that your ſelves, in the ſame Circumſtances, will not do 2 Bur I 
remember what my Fiend faith, I /ee Ons may better ſteal a Horſe, 
than Others look over the Hgdpe, p. 5. 

I would ask my Friend fince it 1s his Choice rather ro be Ludicrous 
than Scurrilous, p. 28. (as it twas neceſſary that he muſt be one) 
whether he hath anſwer'd his Prerences ? I have heard of ſome whoſe 
Sport it is to do Miſchief ; and ] find my Friend efeems Scurrility a 
Ludicrous Matter, and would rob a Man of his good Name in a Jeſt.

iters wcre near a Year a playing the Men-Midwives to him > And 
whether ſuch Diſpoſſefſion as this looks like thoſe of the Demoniacks 
in the Goſpel? Whether they that ſay Here's a Devil, or they that ſay 
Here's no Devil, ought to give the Charatters of him, p. 27. for I think 
they that ſee him, or ſmell him, are the firteſt ro do ir. How the Diſ- 
ſenters by talking to Satan in Latin or Greek, would have been any more 
unſan&ified Lyars (as he prerends they would, 6b.) than they were, 
by talking to him in Engliſh ? Theſe, with other Inconveniences of the 
ſame Nature ( to cover the Dulneis of my Ludicrous Friend) are de- 
ſignedly paſt over in Silence, left the Reader ſhould be as weary as 
the Writcr 15,
